Of course the business of getting 
stulf off the official chest might have 
been some measure of compensation 
tor all the other disappointments — of 
the session, For instances the Rowell 
Commission sitting in Edmonton 
since March 28 was told in uncere- 
mounious language to go jump into On- 
tario or some other remote place, The 
government had a very excellent 
brief, a brief to be proud of in tact, 
acording to treasurer Solon E. Low, 
which cost $13,000, but no Rowell 
commission was going to get it. That 
brief was going to be mailed direct to 
the federal cabinet and made ayvail- 
able in printed form to the people of 
the province ‘greatest jury in the 
land” said Mr Low, Just what the peo- 
ple of Alberta were going to do with 
it when they got the voluminous com- 
pendium of complaints was never 
made clear during the debate that 
turned down ab opposition resolution 
to submit a provincial brief to the 
Rowell commission, and adopted Mr 
Low’s amendment that no brief 
should be tendered except to the fed- 
eral government and the home folks 

Not harmonious was a_ resolution 
from within the government's very 
own ranks practically censuring the 
administration for doing nothing to 
reduce private debts. Directly behind 
the premier James Hartley, Macleod, 
moved that private debts principal 
prior to July 1, 1988 be slashed in 
half. Chas. Holder, St. Albert, second- 
ed and other government backbench- 
ers supported. It was held in decisive 
language that Alberta farmers sim: 
ply couldn't pay off their mortgage 
indebtedness and keep up with the 
government's public debt and ex: 
penditure levies. Finally the debate 
was held over much to the relief of 
treasury bench members, and there 
it stoood at the beginning of this 
week with Hon. Dr Cross holding the 
whip hand as the adjourner of the de- 
bate. It was held that amendments to 
the debt adjustment act might deal 
with the issue, though S. A. G. 
Barnes, proposed on amendment that 
both debtors and creditors might ap- 
peal against the fifty percent slash to 
the debt adjustment board.

Select. a leg of spring lamb weigh- 
ing 4 to 5 pounds. Wash leg of lamb 
and wipe with damp cheesecloth, 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper and dredge 
with flour. If desired, garlic may be 
rubbed on the roasting pan. Put the 


phe in a very hot oven (480 degrees 
IF.) fur half an hour. Shen reduce the 


heat to 350 degrees I"., a moderate ov- 
en, adding a little water to the pan to 
keep roast from sticking. Baste the 
roast every ten minutes until it is 
done. ‘i'o estimate time required for 
roasting allow approximately 30 min- 
utes per pound.

Thomas Mann, Nobel prize winner 
in literature and voluunutary exile 
from his native Germany, declares 
that the big lure of Fascist govern- 
nent is its pretense of novelty.

Herr Mann has observed the work- 
ings of Fascism at close hand. He un- 
derstands its advantages, its artifi- 
Cialities.

JAPAN'S PROBLEM 

The unpleasant news from Europe 
has prety well obscured the equally 
‘unpleasant news from China the last 
{few weeks. But the news trdm China 
that wasn't crowded out of the papers 
has added to the growing belief that 
Japan is getting herself into an  in- 
creasingly precarious position. 

The Chinese continue to demon- 
Strate their legendary cleverness to 
the great discomfiture of the invader. 
The war costs millions of dollars that 
Japan is hard put to raise— and no 
one knows this better than the Chin- 
ese who have discovered that it costs 
the Niponnese about as much to repel 
one raiding plane as an entire fleet. 
Consequently thte Chinese send out 
lone raiders several times during the 
night. They have other tricks with 
which they provoke painfully expen- 
sive fireworks on the part of the Jap- 
anese, 


But the prize maneuver of all was 
the formation of a midget Socialist 
state 200 miles behind the Japanese 
lines. This government, backed by 
seven million Chinese farmers, sup- 
ports a huge guerilla army that has 
paralyzed Japanese communication 
lines in north China. And all this ac- 
tivity, nemember, goes on in Hopeh 
province, which theoretically is in 
Japanese hands. 


Japan had hoped to grab off a big 
chunk of territory quickly and with 
the use of only a hundred thousand 
troops, She now has more than a halt 
million soldiers fighting on foreign 
soil. And those soldiers must all be 
provisioned. 

So Japan finds herself in the mid- 
die. She cannot turn back. Further 
invasion costs dearly in men and 
money. And as her soldiers make 
their expensive gains, powerful Sov- 
jet Russia waits for the chance’ to 
settle an old account. —The Albertan
